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Tuis issue of the HELPER gives the summing up of the work 
of the year. It should not only be used by the Auxiliaries and 
young people’s societies in such a way as to make them intelli- 
gent about our work, but it should be preserved for reference 
during the coming year, as it contains names and addresses of 
officers and many other things of permanent value. Espe- 
cially note the addresses of home secretaries. . . . We advise 
‘Yearly Meeting and Quarterly Meeting Societies and Auxiliaries, 
when practicable, to invite home secretaries to be with them 
in their sessions. In this age personal presence and influence 
are much depended on for success. Traveling agents have 
come to be a necessity for nearly all kinds of business. Even 
more than in the physical world we need this agency in 
spiritual work. The instruction and inspiration which will 
attend the presence of a woman who by her position is con- 
stantly in touch with the work will far more than repay a 
society for meeting her traveling expenses and giving her 
something besides for shoe-leather and wear and tear of cloth- 
ing. The woman laborer is worthy of her hire as certainly as 
her brother. Mrs. M. M. Brewster, North Danville, N. H., 
our New England home secretary, is available for this work. 
Friends can learn by corresponding with Mrs. S. C. Lawrence, 
Cleveland, Ohio, and Mrs. A. A. McKenney, Nashville Center, 
Minn., the other home secretaries, what they can do.

MIDNAPORE. 


Missionaries: Miss E. M. Butts and Dr. Mary W. Bacheler. 

Very little change has characterized the work at this station 
during the past year. The three principal schools, the In- 
dustrial, Ragged, and Woman’s Department of the Bible 
school, have been continued as formerly. Miss Butts states 
that one boy from the Industrial School satisfactorily passed 
the upper primary examination, and from the Ragged Schools 
fifteen passed the lower primary examination. She also refers 
to the commendable progress made by several of the wives 
of the Bible school students. 

Miss Butts writes, as ever, hopefully ; but that the care of 
these schools, with the many other duties constantly arising, is 
a heavy strain upon her, goes without saying. That a station 
so important as Midnapore may soon have an increase of 
workers is greatly to be desired.

Dr. Mary Bacheler writes :-— 

**T have slipped into almost everything during the year ; have 
taught in the Bible school, visited zenanas, and tried to keep 
everything along as best I could. Besides the real zenana 
work we teach many who are not strictly zenana women, and 
also many little girls. The zenana work will not show many 
very encouraging figures. When I began to draw the line 
about religious instruction, requiring each teacher to give a 
certain amount weekly and refuse to visit houses where the 
catechism and Bible stories would not be received, the number 
of pupils immediately began to diminish; now I think we 
are beginning to recover from this set-back, and I trust ere 
long we may have as many names on the roll as formerly, 
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and as the pupils will be constantly learning something of 
Christianity there will be much more hope of them. About 
240 pupils have been taught during the year, with a monthly 
average of 80. The force of teachers is somewhat change- 
able ; a part of the time we have had seventeen names on the 
roll, at other times not more than fourteen.” 

The report gives a brief description of the different teachers, 
some of whom are faithful and conscientious, while others 
require constant surveillance. To understand the temptations 
that surround the path of these Hindu women one must be a 
resident of their country and know something of the status ot 
women there. 

“During the May vacation,” continues the writer, “I aimed 
to have the teachers come to me twice daily. In the morning 
we studied the Old Testament and in the afternoon Christian 
theology and the New Testament. Sometimes a little mental 
arithmetic was added, in order to make them think quickly. 
In October I hope to take all who wish to go to Shijberia for 
the Durga pujah holidays, and try to get them ready for the 
Balasore Y. M. examinations. 

“ The attendance at the Sabbath afternoon meetings has been 
better than formerly during the year, and we hope has proved 
helpful to those who attend. The class for the women in 
the Sunday-school has devolved upon me. One of the most 
difficult matters connected with the schools is the teacher’s 
meeting. We find it almost impossible to get the teachers 
together for a preliminary study of the lesson. 


MEDICAL WORK. 


“ Dispensary work waxes and wanes. There has been little 
sickness, comparatively, during the year, but recently a bad 
type of fever seems to have developed. I have two cases in 
our native Christian community. But, although there has been 
no prevailing sickness, the calls upon my time for medical help 
have been very frequent, so that with all my other duties 
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there is very little danger of my becoming rusty for want of 
work.” 

With the care of so large a number of teachers, inspecting 
the zenana work, attending as she has done, since the return 
of her mother, to the native Christian village school, with the 
many, many other duties that devolve upon Miss Butts and 
herself, in addition to her medical work, how long it will be 
before the overworked system of our young physician rebels is 
a question of much significance. 

“I wonder,” she writes, “‘if you know how much work there 
is in hand, and how hard it is to know it is suffering for a little 
attention. We don’t want to drop any of the work; indeed, 
we can’t do this, for the workers are dependent on us for their 
daily food. Were the Society to insist on their dismissal we 
should be obliged to support them in idleness or see them 
starve. O for more help; had we the means, much more 
work might be carried on.”

Missionaries: Mrs. D. F. Smith, Miss H.C. Phillips, Miss L. 
C. Coombs. 
SINCLAIR ORPHANAGE. 
Mrs. Smith reports :— 
There are now forty-five girls in the Orphanage ; three of 
hese are supporting themselves, one by teaching in the day- 
school, and one by taking the place of matron. The last is 
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an experiment, but we hope it will succeed. Another girl is 
supported by a lady in Calcutta. There is also a little boy 
among the girls for whom I receive support. 

Numbers of societies, bands, and individuals are supporting 
orphans. I am also receiving support from Pittsfield for a 
teacher; from Haverhill also for the Hanson school, while 
the funds of the East Otisfield and Sumner Bands support a 
Bible woman. The Haverhill school numbers 24 girls, and is 
in a very good state. The Pittsfield school, which I found 
rather run down, is now doing decidedly better, and the 
attendance is increasing. It is of a higher grade than the 
other, fitting teachers for the schools of lower grade. The 
Hanson school has been suspended for about two months, the 
teacher having been away from Balasore. This school is out- 
side of ordinary school hours, and all my teachers are required 
to attend it, as it is an important element in our educational 
work. Another department of this school is the middle ver- 
nacular. This is in charge of a pundit, a hard-working Chris- 
tian man. His department is the highest grade in the purely 
vernacular, and the highest in the mission for girls. We are 
hoping to next year organize a higher department that shall 
include English as well as the vernacular. 

Rachel Das, one of the orphans of this school, has completed 
her seven years’ course in English, and last March success- 
fully passed the University examination ; the first woman in 
Orissa to pass it. She is now with me, and is a valuable 
helper. A good deal of money has been spent on her edu- 
cation, and, though at first it seemed an experiment, the 
result has proved the wisdom of the course. Unlike most of 
her countrywomen, her superior education does not lift her out 
of the sphere of ministering in what are considered small 
things, and her simple, unaffected piety is making an excellent 
impression on the minds of all. It is with her as the teacher 
that we hope another year to introduce a higher grade in this 
institution. 
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There is an increasing interest in spiritual things in the 
Orphanage. It is our aim to show the children that a new 
heart means a new life. O that the Holy Spirit may help 
them to realize how displeasing sin is to a pure and holy Being. 


BIBLE WOMEN. 
The work of the Bible women goes on much as usual. 


Udea, the woman supported by the East Otisfield and Sumner 
societies, is associated with Phula, one of the women paid by 
the London society. She is a great help in looking after and 
caring for the sick and suffering among the Christian villagers. 
Saiti, Phula, Mariann Raju are paid by the English fund. 
Two of these were some time in Contai, and Mrs. Hallam 
seems to have been greatly pleased with their work. Mariann 
understands both Bengali and Oriya, and is a valuable worker. 
Caroline, the woman supported by Mr. Hill, died several 
months since. She.was an excellent Christian worker, faithful 
and conscientious, and her loss is deeply felt. 

The past six months I have had the care of a good deal of 
the church work, and also of some other matters that have not 
usually fallen to me. Altogether, my life has been a very 
busy one since my return, but I never enjoyed the work more, 
and every day I thank God for still letting me do something 


for him here.

MISS COOMBS’S REPORT. 


Last year’s report closed with June 30, and for the next six 
months I was in the Orphanage, my burdens lightened because 
of improved health and more favorable weather, and cheered 
by the prospective return of Mrs. Smith. 

The Yearly Meeting in November was a bright ‘spot, made 
doubly so because of the presence of old-time workers just re- 
turned. It was there decided that I should take the ac- 
customed furlough due at the end of ten years’ service, but 
later circumstances indicated that it was not necessary. On 
the return of Mrs. Smith and Miss Phillips I relinquished the 
care of the Orphanage and took charge of work left by Mrs. 
Griffin. The Bible women under her care, also those who had 
been in Mrs. Boyer’s charge and those of whom Miss Hooper 
had the care, twelve in all, were given to me. The book-room 
and little school held in it, and the oversight of two out- 
stations, Metrapore and Baliapal, also came to me. The class 
of women taking a course in Bible study, and my class in 
Sabbath-school, I still kept, and also reopened the Hindu 
Sabbath-school in the bazar, which for some time had been 
closed on account of cholera. 

The work with the Bible women has been interesting and 
cheering. The majority of the people gladly listen to the 
story of our own Heavenly Father and the wonderful provis- 
ion he has made for the salvation of his children. Though it 
may sometimes seem questionable whether the visible results 
of this branch of work justify the labor and expense, yet we 
know that the teachings are permeating many homes, where, 
should the husbands and fathers ever be reached and desire to 
become Christians, they will not find that strong opposition 
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from the women of the house that has so often turned back 
a seeking soul. Many of the women, while confessing their 
belief in Christ, cannot make up their minds to be baptized 
and accept the inevitable results of this step—banishment from 
their homes. While we do not urge this, we do 
urge them to try to so live as to bring their households to 
acknowledge the new power they have found, and thus in- 
fluence them to go with them in the way of life. 

The little school at the bookroom is made up of the 
children of very poor parents, and taught by the Christian man 
who has care of the room during those hours when he would 
have little else to do. He is ever ready to enter. into con- 
versation with those who come in, and answer such questions 
as he can concerning the teachings of the Christian books. 
The books are to be read there, while tracts and papers are 
given away. Last month’s report stated that 90 persons had 
visited the rooms for reading and religious conversation. 

The out-stations have necessitated trips into the country, 
which have been most interesting. It was from one of these 
that I went directly to Darjeeling during the last of April, 
where I remained for two months. The end of the year, June 
30, 1893, found me on my way home, not having received the 
benefit hoped for. I am, however, hoping that there are 
benefits stored up which will develop later on. 

It seems that a statement made by me last year as to the 
amount required to support a child in the Orphanage has 
caused much surprise, because the amount stated was so much 
less than had formerly been given. ‘The difference lies in the 
items entering into the estimate.

ZENANAS AND SCHOOLS. 


Miss Hattie Phillips writes :— 

The teaching in the zenanas I found very unsatisfactory. 
Mark Twain’s way of stating the situation would probably be 
that the organ which enables them—the teachers—to forget 
is so enormously developed that it leaves little room for the 
one which should enable them to rememder ; however, he pre- 
fers one “nobly developed” to ‘wo only half done! I 
should quite agree with him could I have my choice of the 
“one ” and the “ two.” 

With the consent of the government inspector I have dis- 
continued Saturday work in the zenanas, and in its place have 
the teachers come to me for two hours’ study. We divide the 
time between several branches, one of the most important 
being Bible study and practice in telling a Bible story. Al- 
ready we are seeing the benefits of this work. In one house I 
found three girls who could relate the stories of Adam, Eve, 
Cain and Abel, Noah and the ark, with scarcely a word of 
help. It was a delightful surprise. 

About two or three months since I closed one of the Hindu 
girls’ schools for various reasons, prominent among them 
being the indifference on the part of the pupils’ parents. But, 
when it was really understood that their school was gone, one 
delegation after another came to plead to have it reopened ; 
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and at last, on their promising to furnish a permanent house 
for it, I sent a teacher to them. 

There is no work I have in hand that interests me so much 
or that seems so important as that among the children of our 
Christian villages. It is from among these that the workers of 
the next generation must come if there are to be any. 

Our Sabbath-school numbers about 200. These children, 
exclusive of the large boys, who were in the A. C. F., but who 
at present, I am sorry to say, are disbanded, I have divided 
into five groups, two of boys, two of girls; while the fifth em- 
braces the little ones of both sexes. On week days, at the 
ringing of the chapel bell at seven o’clock a. M., I go to meet 
some one of these classes; the sixth day being given to the 
teachers. I have been trying to interest the older children in 
the organization of a circle of King’s Daughters and Sons. 
Although I find them wary of binding themselves by promises, 
quite a number have given their names. 

Since my return nothing has saddened me so much as the 
pitifully thinned-out ranks of our workers. In three days from 
this time still two more of them will be dropping down the 
Hoogly river, driven home by illness ; and, even as I write, I 
sit by the sick-bed of another, dear Mrs. Smith, one of the 
oldest and most tireless of our workers. There was a time, a 
few days since, when those about her thought her time for rest 
had come ; but the Lord has heard our prayers, and she seems 
slowly gaining strength. Only a fortnight since Mrs. Boyer 
seemed at the point of breaking down ; but a few days of quiet 
in the home of a Christian lady restored her to her wonted 
strength. At the same time Miss Coombs returned to Bala- 
sore after a three months’ absence, but Darjeeling had failed to 
do for her all we had hoped, for she came back looking worse 
than when she went away. Still she too seems to be gaining, 
and hopes to be able to hold on until my sister’s return re- 
lieves her and enables her to take her much needed furlough. 

The present season is proving a very trying one. The rains 
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began much earlier than usual, and have been unusually heavy. 
The rainy season proper is not half gone, yet several inches 
more have already fallen than during the entire season last 
year. Grave fears are entertained that the “latter rain,” so 
greatly needed in September, will fall short. 

The number of pilgrims to Jagarnarth has been very large 
this year. It seems that he has to have a new body every five 
years, and the round black fossil which serves him for a soul 
must be taken from the old body and put into the new one. 
The year on which this occurs immense numbers of pilgrims 
gather at Pooree. Cholera has appeared in Balasore—two 
fatal cases quite near our house to-day—and it will be surpris- 
ing if there are not many more. In thinking of all these 
things the cry arises, “‘ How long, O Lord, how long?”

JELLASORE AND SANTIPORE. 

Mrs. Ager writes :— 

When Dr. Nellie Phillips went home she gave her work at 
Jellasore and Santipore to me. The mission girls’ scheol at 
Jellasore is an upper primary one, numbering about 47. The 
teachers are Christians. There is also a village school of 40 
Hindu boys. 

At Santipore the upper primary girls’ school has 8s on the roll, 
with a staff of five teachers. The girls’ sewing class meet on 
my veranda from seven to nine each morning with the ex- 
ception of Saturday. ‘Two girls, one from the Jellasore mission 
school and the other from Santipore, each gained a scholar- 
ship at the last upper primary examination. The eleven village 
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schools are not so well attended at this time of the year, as the 
older children help their parents in the fields or look after the 
cattle. 

Altogether these schools number about 244. The Sunday- 
school is well attended, having 143 on the roll. On Saturday 
afternoons there is a class for preparing young women to take 
up the work that may be in a year or two laid down by their 
older sisters, either as Bible women, zenana or school teachers. 
This class is followed by a prayer-meeting. ‘There are three 
Bible women here, one of whom is supported by private 
means.

STORER COLLEGE. 
Mr. Brackett writes :— 


The past year was made very sad by the death of Mrs. 
Boothby. Her room remained closed for several months after 
her death ; in fact, till the close of the session. Miss Franklin 
resigned to accept a much more lucrative position in Washing- 
ton. Our daughter Mary will take her place. She did, in 
fact, fill it with a little help, the last of the year. 

At our last anniversary we had a class of six fitted for col- 
lege. One has entered at Hillsdale, one at Mt. Holyoke, 
three go to another college, and the sixth to business. Twelve. 
graduated from the normal department. We have erected and 
paid for a small three-story stone industrial building. It is not 
finished for want of funds, but has been in use this summer. 
We are looking now for a way to supply our next great want, 
aman to supply Bro. Morrill’s place as preacher and mission- 
ary. O that the right man may soon be found, and the 
means to support him. 

Mrs. Lightner reports :— 

The school filled earlier than usual this year, making the 
average attendance larger, excepting those years when the town 
children were admitted. Myrtle Hall was full; one new room 
in the basement was added for the use of the girls’ club, and 
another was put in order and furnished by the woman’s board, 
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as a “demonstration kitchen.” Miss Vail, who had charge 
of this new and important branch of domestic science, did her 
work with enthusiasm and _ skill, patience, and discretion. 
From so good a beginning much is expected in the future. 

Early in February Miss Frank in was offered charge of the 
National Home and Orphan Asylum. She accepted the posi- 
tion. We gave her up with pride and regret. She succeeded 
in securing the appointment of assistant matron for Miss Eva 
Hood, one of our graduates from the class of ’91. In this 
wide field of usefulness the two are doing a grand work. One 
of the lady managers of the institution said to me last summer, 
“We are very proud of Miss Franklin and Miss Hood.” 


To fill the vacancy caused by Miss Franklin’s resignation 
was no easy matter, but we were soon called upon to pass 
through a sadder trial, the death of Mrs. Boothby. In that 
terrible hour when we realized that she was dying, hers was the 
only spirit undismayed. With sublime faith she resigned her 
will to the will of God. This new vacancy we cuuld not fill; 
therefore the sewing room remained closed the rest of the 
session. 

In a year of great financial depression the summer boarding 
has been more than fairly successful. The new year will find 
the buildings in order, and a good rental in the treasury. 

The new industrial building is a valuable addition. We 
need it for many things both in summer and winter. 

My prayer for Storer College is that its usefulness may not 
be crippled by narrow means and few workers. 





Thus end the reports of the workers, and though but a cur- 
sory glance can be given at the important interests in which 
they are so earnestly engaged, yet of one thing all may be 
assured—as good and successful work is being done as can 
possibly be accomplished by so small a force of workers. 
And in this connection the secretary would express the 
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thought that has often struck her forcibly ; that the Woman's 
Society, during the twenty years of its existence, has been 
peculiarly fortunate in its workers. 

Susie Libby, the first to bear the banner of the society ; Ida 
Phillips, the beloved children’s missionary ; her sister Hattie, 
the successful teacher ; Lavina Coombs, as firm as the pine 
trees of her own loved state ; Mrs. Smith, a host in herself; 
Mary Racheler, the young zenana teacher, later the busy, un- 
tiring physician ; and Ella Butts, the highly educated scholar 
and linguist—constitute a roll of honor on which we may 
well look with pride and pleasure. 

And not a whit behind these-in zeal and faithfulness have 
been the workers in our own Storer. Mrs. Brackett, Mrs. 
Lightner, Miss Franklin—a refutation in herself of the false plea 
that her race is mentally inferior to the Anglo-Saxon— Mrs. 
Boothby, whose name is replete with sad but tender memuries, 
Miss Vail, and others who might be mentioned, show conclu- 
sively that whatever the Society has lacked during the two 
decades of its existence it has not lacked efficient, self- 
sacrificing workers. 

And now as the: twentieth mile-stone has been passed, and 
we step upon the threshold of another decade and look {or- 
ward to its possible events, a dream of what may de flits be- 
fore the mind—more efficient and numerous auxiliaries, Chil- 
drens Bands constantly multiplying, talents consecrated to the 
service of God as never before, the women of the home 
churches, not the few but the many, fully awake to a sense of 
their responsibility in carrying on God’s work; the call for 
workers speedily answered, and the treasury overflowing with 
abundant means for enlarging the work both at home and 
abroad. 

Shall this be onv/y a dream? Christian women, it is for us 
each to answer.

The women of this Association, though slower than in some 
other sections to come into active organized sympathy with the 
Women’s Missionary Society, are making up in zeal and 
efficient interest. The secretary in her brisk report says that 
there is advance in various lines, that the meetings held in 
connection with those. of the Mass. Association have all been 
instructive, helpful, and well attended. One new Auxiliary 
from the Amesbury church has been welcomed, the result of 
the thank offering service. This service was quite generally 
observed, ten out of the fourteen churches responding with 
a financial result over that of last year of $69.56.

It is quite impossible this year to give a full-report of our 
Young People’s Societies and of Children’s Bands, as several 
have either changed their organization or are now in a dis- 
organized or reorganizing condition. More of such societies 
are aiding our work than are reported above. As advance 
steps we have organized two new Auxiliaries, made a net gain 
in membership of twenty-seven, added fifty-eight to our 
HELPER lists, and raised more money than in any previous 
year. As we had prayed that it might be and labored that it 
should be—the past year has been our best year of work. 

BUREAU OF INTELLIGENCE. 

The missionary periodical has its place as an agency in the 
spread of the Gospel, and our HELPER is one of recognized 
power and efficiency. Supplementing this is the Bureau of 
Intelligence. Those having it in care say that, while its last 
year’s work is nearly a counterpart of preceding years, there 
has been a gain in every way. That the Bureau helps are eagerly 
sought for, and grateful acknowledgments of their aid come 
back. Recent importations from India more fully furnish the 
Indian Dialogue, which Miss Anthony expects to have ready 
to send out by January.’ 

REMARKS. 


I would like to have been able to state how large a constitu- 
ency the Society has in New England. The increase in 
membership is encouraging, and certainly indicates that the 
conviction prevails that our distinctive work is not done; and 
while there may be an ideal of a better way as a goal before 
us, the time to halt at that point is not yet. I wish to 
mention, in order to emphasize these things, the work among 
the children, the importance of organizing and instructing 
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them, the necessity of pushing with more vigor the Auxiliary in 
the churches, the value of the thank offering movement and 
the reading course ; that throughout all the borders they re- 
ceive attention, that the agents for our magazine push persever- 
ingly forward, and that the subject of bequests by wills and 
legacies be kept before the minds of our women. These are 
days when men and women are coming to recognize an obli- 
gation in the distribution of wealth for the progress of Christ’s 
kingdom, and the “ golden year ” comes on. 

A flood of memories comes to me, as I review this year’s 
work and take note of our present position, and especially 
since but twenty years have passed since the Society came into 
being. I am impressed with what has been wrought in organi- 
zation, of the many objects we are caring for, of the sacrifice of 
the workers, of the development of the women, of the victories 
achieved.

As the year draws to a close we see much to encourage us 
in our Western work. Nearly all of our Auxiliaries have made 
some advancement, especially*in realizing the need of a better 
understanding of our work, of applying themselves to a deeper 
study of our needs, both in home and foreign fields, as well as 
of how they can best meet responsibilities.

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REPORT OF PUBLISHING AGENT OF “THE MISSION- 
ARY HELPER.” 


The necessity of the missionary periodical has been estab- 
lished beyond question. It is true there is the hasty, the care- 
less, and the indifferent reader, and yet a sufficient number of 
careful readers are found to warrant the continuance of mis- 
sionary publications. The following quotation is so apt that 
we give it entire : 

“Had St. Luke been content with recording the growth of 
the early church as the’ Lord added to it, leaving untold the 
part that Peter, Paul, and other brethren had in the conversion 
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of Jew and Gentile, the loss in inspiration and incentive to 
Christian effort had been well-nigh irreparable. Scarcely less 
necessary is the story of the brave, consecrated men and 
women who to-day are hazarding their lives for Christ on mis- 
sion fields. Hence the need of missionary periodicals. 

“ Illustrative of the various classes of subscribers to our 
publication is, first, the woman who takes it rather than admit 
her lack of sympathy in missions, and gives it at best a careless 
reading, passing over hard names and so called dry articles, 
indifferent as to whether her children read the magazine or 
not and as to the result of their reading. Some of the seed 
falls by the wayside. 

“‘ Next is the woman who thinks she is interested in missions. 
She does not suspect that she reads her magazine merely from 
a sense of duty, nor admit even to herself that she lays it down 
with a feeling of relief that it is disposed of for another month. 
How vague are her ideas of its contents. There were letters 
from the missionaries, she forgets from whom. A school has 
been closed, but -why or where she cannot tell. Neither does 
she remember whether the outgoing missionaries are bound for 
Syria or India. She is uncertain whether a recent able article 
treated of the Chinese opium trade or the African rum traffic. 
She thinks the newly baptized converts belong in Persia, and 
she is almost sure that money, she does not know what sum, is 
needed for some kind of a building somewhere in Japan. 
Prayer is requested for certain mission stations and new de- 
partments of work, but don’t ask her what they are! ‘My 
memory is so poor’ she pleads in excuse, and enters with relish 
upon a detailed account of society doings, and the latest 
accident or crime as gathered from the daily paper. No won- 
der, if she.prays at all for the objects indicated, that her only 
petition is, ‘Suit a blessing to every need,’ consoling herself 
with the thought that the Lord knows each particular case if 
she does not. Much, O how much, of the seed falls on stony 
ground ! 
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“ Again, there is the woman who has a half-hearted sym- 
pathy for missions. She reads with some degree of interest, 
and tries to have her children do likewise. She is impressed 
by the Christ-like spirit of missionaries, she is touched by the 
condition of the heathen, she regrets that lack of means hinders 
a more vigorous prosecution of the work, and resolves to as- 
sume her share of the labor and gifts for missiors. But her 
generous impulses are crowded out by one day’s shopping, or 
the claims of home and society, and her money, time, and 
energy are expended in other directions. It is the old story 
of the cares of this world, and the deceitfulness of riches. 
Thorns spring up and choke no little of the seed. Last is the 
loyal subject of the King, who eagerly reads of his conquests 
and triumphs, and uses the magazine with varying degrees of 
faithfulness and success. A large proportion of the seed falls 
upon good ground and yields much fruit. Of a multitude of 
God’s. chosen ones it may be said the soil is prepared. Truly 
the seed being cast upon it is good, and, under the highest 
cultivation, capable of bringing forth not thirty only, not sixty 
only, but a hundred fold.” 

Fhe sixteenth financial year of THz MissionaRY HELPER has 
closed, and as we present its report we are not forced to put 
into it quite as much of the minor chord as for two or three 
years past.. For the first time in several years we are not 
obliged to report a loss in the number of subscribers. The 
plain statement of the needs of the HELPER made at the last an- 
nual meeting and later through the pages of the magazine has 
stirred its friends to effort in its behalf, both in retaining sub- 
scribers and securing new subscriptions. Special mention 
should be made of the efficient work done by some Yearly 
Meeting and state agents who have shown both vigor and en- 
thusiasm in their state canvass, and a commendable result has 
fcllowed. The plan of having an agent in each Yearly Meet- 
ing and State Association, who is responsible for the appoint- 
ment of an agent in each Quarterly Meeting, she in turn to see 
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that there is an agent appointed in each church, has proven its- 
self both practical and effective. We hope the plan will be 
adhered to and the work of agents pressed yet more vigorously 
in the near future. The loss to the magazine from unpaid 
subscriptions has been $75 the past year, which is less than 
formerly. The income from the present subscription list is not 
sufficient to meet annual expenses. The entire deficit for the 
year is $139.86. 

Our magazine has to depend on its Free Baptist constitu- 
ency for support. There are various circumstances which will 
make the next few months trying months for its financial sup- 
port. Hence we come with just as urgent appeal as ever 
before for an increase in the subscription list. At the close of 
the year we invariably lose a number of subscribers. This 
loss must be met and five hundred additional names placed on 
our list to put the magazine on a self-sustaining basis. We 
look to the women of the churches to take this matter person- 
ally in hand and send in a large number of subscribers for 
1894.

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REPORT OF MEETING OF WESTERN BRANCH.
